Adams County can obtain $2,595 
a year from the state toward pro­ 
motion for new industry if tho

O. L. Johnston, assistant 
director of area development for 
the Pennsylvania Department of 
Commerce, told the Gettysburg 
Chamber of Commerce’s Indus­

To help secure new industry in 
the state, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment can match “ a nickel for each 
person in the county" or $2,595.

activities involved in the attempt 
to secure new industry. 
The plan, he said, is similar 
to the tourist promotion matching 
fund program of the state which 
has already been adopted by the 
Gettysburg Travel Council.

NEW YORK (A P)—Consumers 
are still plagued by the high cost 
of living But one m ajor contribu­ 
tor to rising prices in the past is 
absent just now. That is advanc­ 
ing industrial prices. 
Such prices, in fact, are holding 
rem arkably steady despite the re­ 
covery of industry from the last 
recession. In other postwar recov 
pries these prices have advanced 
sharply. 
And because of this 
stability 
there is a growing hope that the 
general rise in the cost of living 
can be held in check this time. 
\dding to the prospect is an in­ 
creasing belief that labor cost ad­ 
vances will be m oderate in the 
next few months, perhaps about in 
line with offsetting increases in 
productivity.
